in the power of the members of the syn- 
dicate to conduct a war as successfully 
as they had conducted other gigantic 
enterprises. Therefore, although predic- 
tions of disaster came from many quar- 
ters, the American public appeared will- 
ing to wait with but moderate impatience 
for the result of this novel undertaking.

In a@ marvelously short 
time the syndicate possessed several of 
them ready for action. 

These vessels became technically 
known as “crabs.” They were not 
large, and the only part of them which

All kuown inventions and improve- 
ments in the art of war had becn thor- 


for the present it was contented with 
these two classes of vessels. 

The armament for eachof the large 
vessels, as has been said before, con- 
sisted of a single gun of long range, and 
the ammunition was confined entirely to 
a new style of projectile, which had 
never yet been used in warfare. The 
material and construction of this pro- 


| jectilo were known only to three mem- 


bers of the syndicate, who had invented 
and perfected it, and it was on account 


; of their possession of this secret that

| perfected engines of war, novel in na- 
i ture, were the exclusive property of 
the syndicate. Tt was known or sur-

and how they acted was a secret care- 
| fully gruarded and protected. 
The first step of the syndicate was to 
; Purchase from the United Stutes govern- 
ment ten war vessels. These were of 
medium tize and in good condition, but 
they were of an old fashioned type, and 
it had not been considered expedient to 
put them in comurission. This section 
caused surprise and disappointment in 
many quarters, Tt had been supposed 
) that the syndicate, through its a.cents, 
Pscattered allover the world, would) im- 
i mediately acquire, by purchase or lease, 
ha fleet of fine ironciads culled from vari- 
ous Maritime powers, But the syndicate 
having no intention of invodying, or at- 
tempting to involve, other eountries in 
(this quarrel, paid mo attention to public 
opinion, and went to work in its own 
way, 

Its vessels, eight of which were on the 
Atlantic coast and two on the Pacific, 
were rapidly prepared for the peculiar 
service in which they were to be en- 
gaged. The resources of she sy ndicute 
were great, and in a very short time 
severd of their vessels, already heavily 
plated with steel, were furnished with 
an additional outside armor, formed of 
strips of clastic steel, each reaching frou 
the gunwales nearly to the surface of 
the water, These strips, about a foot 
wide, and placed an inch or two apart, 
were each baeked by several powerfub 
air ®ulfers, so thata ball striking one or

This projectile was not, in the ordin- 
ary sense of the word, an explosive, and 
was named by its inventors ‘The In- 
stantaneous Motor.” It was discharged 
from an ordinary cannon, but no gun- 
powder or other explosive compound 
was used to propel it, The bomb pos- 
sessed initscif the necessary power of 
propulsion, aad the gun was used merely 
to give it the proper direction, 

Theso boribs were cylindrical in form, 
and pointed at theouterend. They were 
filled with hundreds of small tubes, each 
radiating outward from a central line. 
Those in the middle third of the bomb 
pointed directly outward, while these in 
its front poron were inclined forward 
ataslight anele, and those in the rear 
portion backward at the samo angie. 
One tabe at the end of the bomb, an@ 
pointing dircetly backward, furnished 
the motive power. 

Each of these tubes conld cxert a foree 
sufficient to move an ordinary train of 
passen.rer ears one mile, and this power 
could be excrted instantaneously, sothat 
the diffvrence intime in the starting of a 
train at «ne ecnd of the mile and its ar- 
rival atthe other would not be appre- 

ciable. The difference in concussionary 
foree between a train moving at the rate 
of a mile in two minutes, or even one 
minute, and another train which woves 
a mile in an instant, can easily be imag- 
ined, 

In these bombs those tubes which 
Might direct their powers downward or 
laterally upon the earth were capable of 
instantaneously propelling ewery portion 
of solid ground or rock to a distance of 
twoor three hundred yards, while the 
pirticlos of objects on the surface of the 
earth were instantaneously removed to a 
fur greater distance. The tube which 
propelled the bomb was of a foree grad- 
uated according lo circumstances, and it 


would carry a bomb to as greata dix | 


tance as accurate observation for pur- 
poses of aim could be made. Its force 
Waa brought into action while in the 
cannon by means of electricity, while 
the same effect waa produced in the 
other tubes by the concussion of the steel 
head against the object aimed at 

What gave the tubes (heir power was 
the jealously guarded aecret 

The method of aiming was ae novel ap 
the bomb itself, la this process nothing 
depended on the eyesight of the gunner; 
the personal eyguasion was entirely elimi- 
nated, The guna was eo qounted that Ke 
direction wes acourmely indicated by

| Before the discharge of the cannon an 
| Observation was taken by one of the sci 
| entifle men which accurately determined 
the distance to the object to be aimed at. 
and reference to @ carefully prepared 
mathematical table showed to what 
points on the graduated scales the gun 
should be adjusted; and the instant that 
the muzzle of the cannon was in the po 
_ sition that it was when the observation 
| was taken a button was touched, and the 
bomb was instantaneously placed on 
tho spot aimed at, The exactness with 
| which the propelling force of the bomb 
could be determined was an important 
factor in this method of aiming, 

As soon as three of the spring armored 
vessels and five ‘crabs were completed, 
the syndicate felt itsel? ready to begin 
operations, It ‘ndeed time. The seas 
had been coverc. with American and 
| British merchant nen hastening home 
ward, or to friendly ports, before the 
| actual commmencemont of bostilities. But 

all had not been fortuuste enough to 
| reach safety within tie limits of time 
allowed, and ‘several American mer- 
_chantmmen had been already captured by 
| fast British cruisers. 
Tho members of the .ondicate well 
| understood that if a war was to be car- 
ried on as they desired, they must strike 
the tirst real blow. Comparatively speak- 
ing, a very short tio had elapsed since 
the declaration of * ©, a the opportu 
tunity totakethei: ati | was still open. 

It was inorder to take this initiative 
that, in the early ho irs ot a July morn- 
ing, two of the + yndicate’s armored 
, vessels, each acco: panied by a erab, 

steamed out of a New England port, and 
headed for the point on the Canadian 
coast where it had been decided to open 
the cam paicn. 

The vessels of the syndicate had no in- 
dividual names. The spring armored 
ships were termed ‘‘repefers,” and were 
numbered, and the crabs were known by 
the letters of the alphabet. Each repeller 
was in charge of a director of naval 
operations; and the whole naval force of 
the syndicate was under the command 
of a director-in-chief, On this momen- 
tous oceasion this oflicer was on board of 
Repeller No. 1, and commanded the little 
fleet. 

The repellers had never Leen vessels of 
great speed, and their present armor of 
steel strips, the lower portion of which 
was frequently under water, considerably 
retarded their progress, but each of them 
was taken in tow by one of the swiftand 
powerful crabs, and with this assistance 
they made very pood time, reachiog their 
destination on the morning of t! -ccond 

| day. 

It was ona breezy day, with a cloudy 
sky, and the sca mederately smooch, that 
the little flect of the synuiceate lay to off 
the harbor of one of the principal Cana 
dian seaports, About five miles away 
the headlands on either sidecf the mouth 
of the harbor could plaidy be seen. It 
had been decided that Repeller No. 1 
should begia operations. Accordingly, 
that vessel steamed about a mie nearer 
the harbor, accompanied by Crab A, 
The other repellor an} erab remained in 
their first position, ready to act in case 
they shoteld be needs. 

The approach of two verscls, evidently 
men-ol-war, and carrying the American 
flag, Was perceived from the forts and 
redoubis at the mouth of the harbor, 
and the news quickly spread to the city 
and tothe vessels in port. lniense ex 
citement ensued on land and water, 
among the citiz of the place as well 
as its dclenders, Every man who hada 
post of duty was instantly at it; and in 
less than half an hour the Uritish man- 
of-war Searubwus, which had been lying 
atanchor a short distance outside the 
harbor, Caine steaming out te tacet the 
enemy. There were other naval vessels 
in port, but they required more time tk 
be put in readiness for action, 

As soon as the approach of Searabaous 
was perceived by Repeller No. 1, u boat 
bearing a white Jag was lowercd from 
that vessel and was rapidly rowed to 
ward the Dritish ship. When the latter 
saw the boat counng she | iy to, andl 
waited its arrival, A note was delivered 
to the captain of the Scarabwus, in which 
it was stated that the syndicate, which 
had unde rtuken on the partot the United 
States the conduct of the war between 
that country aod Great Britain, was now 
prepared to demand the surrender of 
this city, with its forts and defenses, and 
all vessels within its harbor; and, as a 
first step, the ini t 


sliate surrender of 
the vessel to the commander of which 
this note was delivered, 

The overwhelming efrontcry of this 
demand esused the commander of the 
Searabeus to doubt whether he had to 
deal with a raving lunatic or a biuster- 
ing fool; but he informed the person I) 
charze of Cie Hag of truce boat that ba 
would yrive him fifteen minutes in whieh 
to get back to his cessel, and that he 
would then open tire upon that eraft. 

The men who rowed the little boat 
were not menof-wars men, and were
